Swimming Pool 
Management 
Seminar Held 
In Calgary 


LIBRARY CUSTODIANS’ SEMINAR 
AT U. OF A. ENJOYED BY FIFTEEN

pleting the Library Custodians' Course. 


Mewata Hut in Calgary was the site 
of the first provincial Pool Management 
Seminar held on May 10 -11. Forty- 
three persons attended from 23 com¬ 
munities throughout the province. These 
people were pool managers, recreation 
directors, swimming pool operators, fa¬ 
cility maintenance personnel, and swim¬ 
ming pool program specialists. The 
seminar was also attended by members 
of the Architects Association who are 
concerned with the design features of 
swimming pools. 

The course was under the direction 
of the Recreation and Cultural Develop¬ 
ment Branch. Resource persons were: 
R. N. Briggs, Division of Sanitary En¬ 
gineering, Department of Health; Jack 
Boddington, Recreation Superintendent, 
Jasper Place; Ted Van Biezen, Recrea¬ 
tion Director, Three Hills; Murray Smith, 
School of Physical Education, University 
of Alberta; Ambrose Gilmet, Water Safe¬ 
ty Division, Red Cross; Nick Young, 
Training Director, Alberta Skin Diving 
Council. 

The course content included pool sani¬ 
tation problems, design features of pools, 
pool operational cost, current adminis¬ 
trative problems, “The Paying Pro¬ 
gram”, training staff and minimum staff, 
special programs, such as Water Polo, 
Competitive Swimming and Special 
Events. 

A period was given to the introduction 
of Skin Diving and Skin Diving Pro¬ 
grams, both existing and the possibili¬ 
ties for Alberta pools. This was done by 
Mr. Nick Young, Training Director of 
the Alberta Skin Diving Council. 

Another feature of the seminar was 
devoted to Lake Front Supervision and 
Planning. This section was well attend¬ 
ed and a lot of interest is being shown 
in the development of lake fronts 
throughout the province of Alberta. One 
period covered such topics as Docks and 
Piers, Construction and maintenance 
concerning area planning, Search Pro¬ 
gram, Warning Systems and Buffer Pro¬ 
grams. Most people attending the semi¬ 
nar left enthusiastic about an additional 
seminar next year. The course was un¬ 
der the direction of Mr. Syd Moore, Re¬ 
creation and Cultural Development 
Branch. 


Fifteen library custodians from small 
public libraries in all parts of the prov¬ 
ince visited the University of Alberta, 
Edmonton, from May 12 -15, to attend a 
workshop on public libraries and the 
custodians role in their organization and 
operation. 

This was the culmination of a course 
which began in October, 1962. Seven 
months of correspondence lessons were 
reviewed by students and tutors, and 
the programme also included lectures, 
discussion groups, films and visits to the 
Rutherford and University Extension 
Libraries. 

Most of these custodians work in com¬ 
parative isolation and this was probably 
the first time they had the opportunity 
to meet their colleagues from other 
small libraries. Discussion on common 
problems was lively for the duration of 
the workshop, and many comparisons 
were made and notes taken of things to 
be put into effect on return home. 

The Minister, the Hon. Ambrose Holo¬ 
wach, Provincial Secretary, and Mrs. A. 
P. Hunter, of Edmonton, a member of 
the Alberta Library Board, were guests 
at luncheon on the last day of the work¬ 
shop. Both congratulated the students 
on completing the course and expressed 
their appreciation of the work students 
were doing in their small libraries. 


The Library Cutsodians’ Course was 
started in 1959 on the recommendation 
of the Alberta Library Board, with the 
hope that such a course would in some 
measure, improve the library service 
given in rural areas of the Prov¬ 
ince. Up to the present time, four 
courses have been offered and nearly 
eighty custodians have completed them. 
This is over one half of the number of 
small libraries in Alberta. 

Tutors were all professional librarians 
and members of the Alberta Library As¬ 
sociation. This year, those involved 
were: 

Miss Phyllis J. Russell, Mr. Don Baird 
and Mr. Sydney Harland, all of the 
Rutherford Library, University of Alber¬ 
ta; Miss Phyllis Lapworth, Medicine Hat 
and Miss Belle Beveridge, Calgary. 

It is hoped to continue this course in 
the Fall and information brochures and 
application forms have already been sent 
to libraries in the Province.
